3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regard to 
claim 1, the prior art fails to provide, teach or suggest a plurality of resistant mechanism 
assembled in the assembly holes, each resistant mechanism comprising a pole having 
a first blocking member at one end thereof, a washer, a spring member and a second 
blocking member, the spring member bearing against the blocking surface of the 
assembly hole; and in combination with other limitations in the base claim. In regard to 
claim 13, the prior art fails to provide, teach or suggest the spring is moveably located in 
a corresponding hole in the base; and in combination with other limitations in the base 
claim.
